"This  book  makes  a  man  feel  taller  for 
belonging  to  the  human  race"  wrote  a 
reviewer  in  the  New  York  Times  Book 
Review  magazine  regarding  Agnes  Sligh 
TurnbuU's  Gown  of  Glory. 

Mrs.  Turnbull,  who  is  an  Indiana  State 
Teachers  College  graduate  with  the  class 
of  1910,  states  about  that  comment: 
"while  there  were  many,  many  pleasant 
reviews,  this  is  the  one  I  shall  always 
prize." 

The  Gown  of  Glory,  Mrs.  TurnbuU's 
latest  novel,  was  published  March  13, 
1952,  by  H.  Houghton-MifFlin  Company. 
This  novel  is  the  story  of  David  Lyall,  a 
clergyman  whose  parish  is  a  small  town 
in  Pennsylvania  and  of  how  an  unassum- 
ing ambition  leads  him  to  dream  of  a 
wider  scope  for  his  capacities.  Into  this 
narrative,  Mrs.  Turnbull  has  woven  the 
life  of  the  family  and  of  the  community 
which  surrounds  him  —  and  in  which  he 
finds  the  fulfillment  of  his  dream. 

While  the  Gown  of  Glory  resembles  its 
predecessor,  the  Bishop's  Mantle,  in  that 

its  central  character  is  a  minister,  its  theme  is  altogether  different  and  is  a  quotation 
from  Horace  — •  "Happy  is  he  to  whom  God  has  given  with  sparing  hand,  as  much  as 
is  enough."  True  to  the  remarkable  restraint  with  which  Mrs.  Turnbull  writes  her  novels 
of  people,  she  had  had  this  theme  in  mind  as  the  seed  of  a  novel  for  15  years. 

In  her  numerous  full  length  books  and  short  stories,  Mrs.  Turnbull  has  always  evi- 
denced what  might  be  termed  a  classical  restraint  in  refraining  from  the  exploitation 
of  the  seamy  and  gutter  level  aspects  of  human  living.  She  has  always  managed  to  tell 
a  fascinatingly  interesting  story  without  resorting  to  the  incorporation  of  the  excesses, 
either  extremely  high  or  disgustedly  low,  of  human  living. 

In  our  time  when  it  has  become  increasingly  evident  that  many  of  our  best  writers 
deliberately  resort  to  exploiting  the  lower  and  degraded  phases  of  life,  Mrs.  TurnbuU's 
novels  have  remained  restrained  yet  have  indicated  a  competent  understanding  of  the 
general  good  things  of  life  and  of  a  concept  of  people  that  finds  them  not  in  filth  and 
mire  but  rather  struggling,  living,  working,  loving,  exulting  the  main  stream  of  modest

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living  and  never  extremely  in  any  case  or  degree.  In  total  it  might  well  be  said  that 
Mrs.  Turnbull's  stories  do  actually  tend  to  "make  a  man  feel  taller  for  belonging  to  the 
human  race." 

Of  the  more  than  16,000  graduates  from  the  Indiana  State  Teachers  College  during 
the  past  78  years,  Agnes  Sligh  Turnbull  has  achieved  by  far  the  most  impressive  record 
in  the  field  of  literature  and  the  arts  in  general. 

Her  most  successful  book  was  perhaps  the  Bishop's  Mantle  published  in  1947.  Its 
success  was  immediate  and  long-lived.  With  book  club  distribution  it  attained  a  total 
sale  of  over  a  million  copies.  While  this  writer  is  not  unduly  impressed  by  large  figures 
as  a  mark  of  distinction,  one  must  state  that  the  success  of  this  novel  was  in  large  part 
due  to  the  excellent  writing  and  the  fact  that  it  develops  an  interesting  story  centering 
around  a  minister  and  expresses  a  view  of  life  which  in  these  troubled  times  many  people 
have  found  comforting  and  understandable.  Movie  rights  for  both  Bishop's  Mantle  and 
Gown  of  GJory  were  sold.  The  latter  was  purchased  by  Warner  Brothers  literally  before 
the  novel  was  published. 

Mrs.  Turnbull  has  also  published  The  Day  Must  Dawn  in  1942  which  sold  over 
50,000  copies.  Remember  the  End  in  19.^9  which  sold  35,000  copies,  and  the  Rolling 
Years  which  first  appeared  in   1936  and  has  enjoyed  more  than  a  score  of  reprintings. 

Other  publications  by  Mrs.  Turnbull  include  Far  Above  Rubies  (1926),  Wife  of 
Pontius  Pilate  (1928),  In  the  Garden  (1929),  The  Four  Marys  (1932),  Old  Home  Town 
(1933),  This  Spring  of  Love  (1934),  Elijah,  the  Fish-Bite  (1940),  Dear  Me:  Leaves  From 
a  Diary  (1941). 

Mrs.  Turnbull  was  born  Agnes  Sligh  at  New  Alexander,  Westmoreland  County, 
Pennsylvania,  on  October  14,  1888,  the  daughter  of  Alexander  Halliday  Sligh  and  Lucinda 
Hannah    (McConnell)   Sligh. 

She  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  the  area  and  received  her  preparatory 
training  at  the  Washington  (Pa.)  Seminary.  She  graduated  from  Indiana  State  Normal 
School  in  1910  and  after  Indiana  went  to  the  LIniversity  of  Chicago  for  as  much  work 
in  English  as  she  could  crowd  into  a  year.  She  then  taught  in  various  Pennsylvania  high 
schools  for  a  few  years.  In  1945  Mrs.  Turnbull  was  awarded  an  honorary  doctor  of 
letters  degree  from  Westminster  College. 

She  was  married  July  27,  1918,  to  James  Lyall  Turnbull.  At  present  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Turnbull  live  at  26  Claremont  Avenue,  Maplewood,  New  Jersey.  Mrs.  Turnbull  des- 
cribes her  residence  as  follows:  "We  live  here  in  a  suburban  community,  very  pleasant, 
and  within  commuting  distance  from  New  York,  which  still  gives  me  a  thrill.  I  long 
always,  though,  for  the  rolling  fields  of  real  farm  land  such  as  we  know  back  home." 

"We  have  one  daughter,  Martha,  25,  who  is  married  and  has  given  us  a  darling 
grandchild,  age  2,  Martha  Roxane  O'Hearn,  of  whom  we  are  completely  mad!" 

"My  husband  has  been  retired  for  some  years  and  aside  from  his  favorite  pastime 
of  reading  has  taken  up  painting."  The  noted  writer  is  politically  a  Republican  and 
church-wise  a  Presbyterian.    She  is  a  member  of  Phi  Kappa  Sigma  and  Kappa  Delta  Pi. 
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In  an  earlier  interview  Mrs.  Turnbull  stated  "any  woman  who  allows  her  writing 
career  to  interfere  with  her  family  lite  has  lost  something  of  great  value.  My  own  family 
cooperates  fully   with   me  in  this  respeit  anti   never   lets   me  feel    too   important." 

In  discussing  her  way  of  living  in  recent  years  Mrs.  Turnbull  revealed  the  odd  fact 
lliat  for  an  author  she  does  not  use  a  typewriter,  hence  she  writes  most  of  her  letters  in 
long  hand. 

She  explains,  "I  have  a  young  woman  who  does  all  my  MS.  typing  and  when  I  get 
snowed  under  with  mail,  comes  in  and  takes  dictation." 

"But  when  I  am  working  on  my  writing  I  do  it  in  ordinary  notebooks  with  a  pencil. 
I  might  add  that  the  marginal  notes  on  these  are  definitely  not  literary  but  consist  largely 
of  such  memoranda  to  myself  as:  'clothes  to  cleaners;'  'order  soap,  string  beans,  oranges 
and  chicken,'  and  other  housewifely  matters  that  pop  into  my  head." 

Although  Mrs.  Turnbull  trained  to  be  a  teacher  and  taught  for  several  years  follow- 
ing her  work  at  Indiana  and  the  l^niversity  of  Chicago,  she  always  had  in  mind  her  de- 
sire to  be  a  writer.  An  examination  of  the  records  shows  that  she  had  always  been  an 
excellent  student  in  English  subjects  in  grade  school,  at  the  seminary  and  .in  her  later 
college  work.  Her  earliest  friends  remember  her  as  being  a  very  interested  reader  even 
when  she  was  very  young. 

Mrs.  Turnbull  explains  about  her  desire  to  write  in  this  manner:  "I  have  always 
loved  to  write.  A  taste  for  it  ran  in  our  family.  I  sold  my  first  short  stories  in  1920 
after  my  marriage  which  had  occured  during  the  first  World  War. 

"For  10  years  I  did  short  stories  only  for  magazines  such  as  the  American,  McCalls, 
Woman's  Home  Companion,  Cosmopolitan,  etc.  I  still  love  the  short  story  as  a  medium 
but  I  realize  that  the  novel  is  a  more  rewarding  one  because  it  is  more  permanent." 

"Before  I  started  on  novels  I  had  four  volumes  of  short  stories  published,  the  first 
three  dealing  with  Biblical  characters  treated  creatively  or  fictionally.  (I  was  first,  ahead, 
alas,  of  the  later  intent  in  this  field)  The  books  were  Far  Above  Rubies,  The  Four  Marys, 
This  Spring  of  Love  and  Old  Home  Town. 

"In  1936  my  first  novel  was  published:  The  Rolling  Years.  It  has  gone  through  twenty 
some  reprints.  Next  came  Remember  the  End,  a  story  of  the  soft  coal  industry  in  west- 
ern Pennsylvania.  Then  the  Day  Must  Dawn,  an  historical  novel  of  old  Hannastown. 
Then  the  Bishop's  Mantle,  and  later  the  Gown  of  Glory.  Along  the  way  1  did  a  juvenile 
called  Elijah,  the  Fish-bite  and  also  Dear  Me:  Leaves  from  a  Diary. 

Mrs.  Turnbull  will  return  to  the  campus  of  the  Indiana  State  Teachers  College  to 
deliver  the  Commencement  address  in  Fisher  Auditorium  at  10:30  a.m.  May  25,  1953. 
Many  times  during  the  passing  years  Mrs.  Turnbull  has  thought  about  her  college  and 
has  on  several  occasions  returned  for  brief  visits. 

Regarding  the  coming  Commencement  season  she  states,  "I  am  looking  forward  with 
great  pleasure  to  being  at  Indiana  on  May  25,  1953,  if  only  I  can  have  something  of  any 
interest  to  say.  That  does  give  me  some  qualms."  Her  address  will  be  entitled,  ""The 
Book  and  The  Life." 
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Dr.   C.   E.    Barbour — Baccalaureate   Speaker 

Dr.  CliiFord  E.  Barbour  will  give  the 
baccalaureate  address  at  the  State  Teach- 
ers College.  Indiana,  Pennsylvania,  on 
Sunday.  May  24.  1953.  at  4:00  p.m.  in 
Fisher  Auditorium.  His  address  will  be 
entitled   "Beyond   Your   Best." 

Dr.  Barbour  was  born  January  26, 
1895.  in  Pittsburgh.  Pennsylvania.  His 
parents  were  both  born  in  England.  His 
mother.  Jennie  Rigg.  was  born  in  Man- 
chester and  brought  to  America  when 
she  was  a  baby.  His  father.  Alfred  Bar- 
bour, was  also  born  in  Manchester,  but 
raised  in  St.  Helens  near  Liverpool  and 
came  to  this  country  when  a  young  man 
to  engage  in  business  in  Tarentum.  Penn- 
sylvania,   making    brass    beds. 

Dr.  Barbour  attended  the  public 
schools  of  Pittsburgh  receiving  his  B.A. 
at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  in  1921, 
his  S.T.B.  from  Western  Theological 
Seminary  in  1922.  He  went  to  Scotland 
for  graduate  study  and  received  bis  Ph.D. 
from  the  University  of  Edinburgh  in 
1927.    He  has  been  granted  D.D.  degrees 

from  Maryville  College  in  1933  and  the  L'niversity  of  Pittsburgh  m  1950.  He  received 
the  L.L.D.  degree  from  Waynesburg  College  in  1949.  While  he  was  in  Scotland  he  was 
the  Stated  Supply  of  the  Bonnington  Parish  Church.  In  1920-22  he  was  associated  as 
Student  Assistant  with  Dr.  Hugh  Thomson  Kerr  at  the  Shadyside  Presbyterian  Church, 
Pittsburgh,  Pa.  He  was  Pastor  of  the  Herron  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church.  Pittsburgh, 
1923-26.  and  for  twenty-three  years  was  Pastor  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church,  Knox- 
ville,  Tennessee,   1928-51. 

Dr.  Barbour  is  the  author  of  "Sin  and  the  New  Psychology,"  published  by  the  Abing- 
don Press  and  by  George  Allen  of  London,  England.  He  has  also  authored  several  Sun- 
day School  series  and  a  number  of  articles  in  religious  magazines. 

For  six  years  Dr.  Barbour  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  L'.S.A.  He  was  Dean  of  the  School  of  Religion  at  the  University 
of  Tennessee  for  sixteen  years  and  is  a  director  of  Maryville  College.  He  was  Vice  Moder- 
ator of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.A.,  in  1948  and  received 
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the  highest  honor  of  that  church,  bein^  named  Moderator  in  1949.  He  was  a  delegate 
to  the  constituting  assembly  of  the  National  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America 
and  continues  to  be  a  member  of  that  body.  He  has  also  been  a  member  of  the  Council 
on  Theological  Education  for  some  few  years. 

Dr.  Barbour  served  his  community  in  Knoxvillc,  Tennessee,  on  a  number  of  civic 
enterprises  and  was  president  of  the  Community  Chest  there  for  two  years.  Since  his 
return  to  Pittsburgh  he  has  become  a  member  of  the  Board  of  the  Society  for  Crippled 
Children  and  has  engaged  in  activities  for  the  Community  Chest. 

Dr.  Barbour  was  a  Y.M.C.A.  secretary  in  both  France  and  Italy  during  the  First 
World  War.  He  has  appeared  at  one  hundred  schools  and  colleges,  conducting  religious 
emphasis  programs  at  many  colleges  and  university  centers. 

Dr.  Barbour  was  inaugurated  fourth  President  of  the  Western  Tiieological  Seminary 
in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  November  8,   1951.

Paul   L  Salsgiver — A  Biographic  Sketch

Paul  Loughry  Salsgiver,  class  of  1928, 
will  be  the  alumni  speaker  at  Indiana 
State  Teachers  College  at  the  annual 
Alumni  Luncheon  on  Saturday,  May  23 
at  12:15  p.m.  in  the  college  dining  room. 

Born  December  1,  1907  at  Indiana, 
Pennsylvania.  Salsgiver's  fascinating  ca- 
reer in  education  is  intimately  wrapped 
up  in  his  association  with  Indiana  State 
Teachers  College  and  the  Indiana  com- 
munity. 

Since  1946,  Salsgiver  has  been  profes- 
sor of  business  economics  and  director  of 
the  School  of  Business  at  Simmons  Col- 
lege, Boston.  Massachusetts. 

After  receiving  his  elementary  and  high 
school  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  Indiana,  Pennsylvania,  Mr.  Salsgiver 
attended  the  Indiana  State  Teachers  Col- 
lege and  received  his  Bachelor  of  Science 
in  business  education  in  1928.  He  re- 
ceived his  Master  of  Arts  degree  from 
the  University  of  Pittsburgh  in  1930.  In 
addition  he  has  taken  graduate  work  at 
Harvard   L'niversity. 

For  one  year  following  his  graduation  from  Indiana  State  Teachers  College,  Salsgiver 
taught  commercial  subjects  at  the  high  school  Wilkinsburg.  He  then  became  the 
chairman  of  the  commercial  education  department  at  the  Indiana  High  School  in  which 
position  he  served  from  1929  to  1936.  While  at  Indiana  High  School,  Salsgiver  was  also 
supervisor  of  the  student  teachers  from  Indiana  State  Teachers  College. 

From  1936  to  1942.  Salsgiver  was  assistant  professor,  associate  professor,  and  later 
professor  of  commercial  education  at  Boston  University.  For  a  portion  of  that  time 
he  also  served  as  supervisor  of  commercial  student  teachers  for  the  Boston  L^niversity. 

During  the  years  1942-1945,  the  business  educator  was  on  military  leave  of  absence. 
He  was  commissioned  as  a  captain  in  the  United  States  Army  and  entered  active  duty 
December  19,  1942.  He  served  in  the  editorial  division  of  the  adjutant  general's  school, 
Fort  Washington,  Maryland,  until  July  31,  1943.  During  that  time  he  edited  several 
books  on  Army  administration. 
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From  August  1,  1943  to  August  31,  1943,  he  completed  the  course  at  the  Special 
Service  School,  Lexington,  Virginia.  He  then  served  with  the  information  and  education 
division  of  the  War  Department  until  October  6,  1944  on  the  staff  of  the  education 
branch.  During  this  period  he  assisted  in  the  organization  and  development  of  the  pro- 
grams of  the  United  States  Armed  Forces  Institute  and  helped  plan  the  post-war  Army 
education  program.     He  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Major  on  March   10,   1944. 

Salsgiver  served  as  deputy  theater  education  officer  in  the  European  Theater  of  Oper- 
ation from  October  7,  1944  to  July  31,  1945.  In  this  capacity  he  assisted  in  developing 
theater  plans  for  the  establishment  of  the  Army  Education  program  in  that  theater  which 
resulted  in  the  organization  and  operation  of  Army  University  Study  Centers  at  Shriven- 
ham,  England;  Biarritz,  France;  and  the  Warton  Technical  School  at  Warton,  England. 

He  was  promoted  to  Lieutenant  Colonel  on  May  1,  1945  and  after  a  tour  of  duty 
in  the  education  branch  of  the  information  and  educational  division  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment, he  received  his  honorable  discharge  on  December  1,  1945. 

Since  returning  to  education  Salsgiver  has  been  consultant  to  the  board  of  collegiate 
authorities,  Massachusetts  State  Department  of  Education  on  business  training  programs 
for  veterans  under  Public  Law   346  and   the  various  college  accreditation  surveys. 

He  has  also  been  consultant  for  or  assisted  with  a  number  of  education  projects  in 
Massachusetts.  Connecticut,  and  Rhode  Island.  Salsgiver  is  a  member  of  Delta  Pi  Ep- 
silon,  Phi  Delta  Kappa,  Gamma  Rho  Tau,  Kappa  Delta  Pi,  and  Phi  Sigma  Pi.  He  is  also 
connected  with  principal  business  education  professional  organizations.  He  is  a  Mason 
and  a   member  of  the  East  Congregational   Church,  Milton   Massachusetts. 

During  his  varied   career   in  education,   Salsgiver  has   written   numerous   articles   for 

such  publications  as  The  Balance  Sheet,  The  Journal  of  Business  Education,  the  Business 

Education  World,   The  National  Business   Education   Quarterly,   and    the   Business   Edu- 
cation Digest. 

He  has  also  been  the  editor  of  a  number  of  business  educaticjn  publications  and  the 
co-author  of  texts,  workbooks,  and  manuals  used  in  business  education. 

In  addition  he  has  been  an  editor  of  a  number  of  business  education  yearbooks  and 
has  been  the  educational  collaborator  with  Coronet  films  for  four  films  in  the  business 
education  field.

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New    Leonard    Hall    Building    Underway 
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APPROVED  BUILDING  PLANS— Indiana's  new  classroom  building  will  ftrature  modern  Jabora 
ton-  equipment,  air  conditioning,  refrigerated  water  fountains,  semi-indirea  fluorescent  fixtures  i 
classrooms  and  incandescent  corridor  and  stairway  lighting.  The  main  entrances  will  be  graced  wit 
flagstone   terraces   with   granite   benches. 

Plans  for  the  new  Leonard  Hall,  classroom  building  at  the  State  Teachers  College. 
Indiana,  Pennsylvania,  have  been  completed  by  Marlier- Johnstone,  Pittsburgh  architects. 

This  new  classroom  structure  will  replace  the  old  Leonard  Hall  which  was  complete- 
ly destroyed  by  fire  April  14,  1952,  and  will  be  built  on  the  site  of  the  old  building.  The 
building  will  be  "I"  shaped,  three  stories  in  height  and  of  fire  proof  materials.  Because 
of  the  sloping  site  the  first  floor  can  be  entered  from  the  sides  and  rear  only.  The  second 
floor  will  be  entered  from  North  Walk. 

New  Leonard  Hall  will  contain  seven  laboratories,  22  classrooms,  23  offices,  the 
Indiana  State  Teachers  College  Film  Library,  a  broadcasting  studio,  and  ample  provision 
for  storage  space. 

Exterior  of  the  building  will  be  of  red  brick  to  match  McElhaney  Hall  and  will  be 
trimmed  in  limestone. 

In  the  interior  chalkboards  will  be  of  green  glass,  ceiling  will  be  acoustical  plaster 
and  the  floors  will  be  asphalt  tile  and  linoleum  tile. 

First  floor,  which  is  to  be  entered  from  the  sides  and  rear,  houses  a  visual  education 
classroom  with  interconnected  film  storage  rooms,  him  workshop,  and  film  library.  Also 
on  this  floor  will  be  receiving  rooms,  chemistry  laboratories,  biology  laboratories,  general 
science  lecture  rooms,  five  faculty  offices  and  space  for  acid  storage. 

Two  physics  laboratories,  a  dark  room,  six  English  classrooms,  two  of  which  are 
separated  by  a  folding  partition  which  permits  them  to  be  converted  into  one  large  room, 
one  language  classroom,  two  mathematics  rooms,  broadcasting  studio  and  nine  faculty 
offices  will  be  the  rooms  on  the  second  floor. 
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On  the  third  floor  will  be  four  social  studies  classrooms,  two  t^eography  tlassroonis, 
four  educational   classrooms,  one  seminar  and   nine  faculty  offices. 

These  plans  have  been  approved  by  the  board  of  trustees,  department  of  public 
instruction,  department  of  labor  and  industry,  art  commission,  department  of  property 
and  supplies  and   the  General  State  Authority. 

Bids  have  now  been  let  and  workmen  of  the  L-D  Building  Company  of  Latrobe, 
general   contractor   for   the   project,   are  beginning  construction. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  old  Leonard  Hall  was  one  of  the  oldest  buildings  on  the 
college  campus  and  housed  approximately  25  classrooms  and  the  offices  of  ^0  college 
instructors. 

The  Leonard  Hall  lire  destroyed  all  of  the  chemistry  and  physics  laboratories  and 
materials  and  the  Indiana  Film  Library  which  also  was  valued  at  $173,000. 

Leonard  Hall,  located  between  Wilson  Hall  Library  and  NkEliianey  Hall,  is  central- 
ly situated  on  the  Indiana  State  Teachers  College  campus  and  has  been  used  mainly  for 
classroom  work.  The  old  structure  was  erected  1903  and  was  named  in  honor  of  Jane 
E.  Leonard,  preceptress  of  the  Indiana  Normal  School  and  later  the  first  dean  of  women 
at  the  college. 

Dr.  Willis  E.  Pratt,  president  of  the  college,  has  indicated  that  the  new  structure 
will  carry  the  name  of  Jane  E.  Leonard  in  honor  of  the  former  dean.  It  is  hoped  that 
this  new  classroom  building  might  possibly  be  ready  for  use  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  1953-54  college  term.  Construction  is  expected  to  be  underway  by  the  time  Alumni 
gather  back  for  Alumni   Day  on  May  24.

There  are  seven 
other  senior  home  economics  students  in  the  house  with  Norma  and  her  daughter  Jerilynn 
who  is  the  baby  that  must  be  cared  for  by  the  girls  residing  in  the  house  now  and  taking 
the  home  management  course  this  nine  weeks. 

Dr.  Opal  T.  Rhodes,  director  of  home  economics  education  at  Indiana  State  Teachers 
College,  states:  "It  is  believed  that  Mrs.  Wolfe  and  her  daughter  are  the  first  mother- 
daughter  combination  in  this  training  situation  in  home  economics  education  in  the 
country." 

Jerilynn,  the  six-month-old  child,  is  the  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Keith  Wolfe  of 
227  N.  2nd  Street,  Jeannette.  Father  Keith  is  a  graduate  of  Jeannette  High  School  with 
the  class  of  1945,  a  veteran  of  three  years  in  the  U.  S.  Navy  and  a  1951  graduate  of 
Indiana  State  Teachers  College.  He  was  a  student  in  the  secondary  education  department 
with  majors  in  social  studies  and  geography.  He  is  now  employed  as  an  expediter  in 
the  purchase  department  of  the  East  Pittsburgh  plant  of  Westinghouse  Corporation.

ISTC   Nursery   School    Is   Fun 


Pre-school  experiences  for  nineteen  young  Indiana  people  between  the  ages  of  two 
and  four  are  developed  at  the  Nursery  School  in  the  home  economics  department,  State 
Teachers  College,  Indiana,  Pennsylvania. 
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In  the  above  photo  Miss  Dorothy  Na^y,  a  senior  home  economics  student,  is  super- 
vising the  learning  activities  of  five  of  the  current  group  of  Nursery  School  students. 

All  told   H  home  economics  students  are  taking  this  phase  of  the  college  training. 

Twice  weekly  .U  vOO  p.m.  the  Nursery  .School  convenes  and  the  19  apt  youngsters 
get  busy  on  ail  kinds  ot  learning  activities  varying  from  hanging  coats  on  personalized 
coat  hooks  to  making  figures  froin  flour  dough. 

Other  activities  now  popular  among  the  younger  student  set  include  work  with  i 
miniature  boiler  factory,  riding  black  stick  horses  with  red  polka  dot  heads,  running 
the  3:15  train,  sliding  down  the  sliding  board,  looking  at  pictures  and  books,  and  hear- 
ing stories. 

Senior  home  economics  students  who  take  the  nine  week  course  under  the  direction 
of  Miss  Rachel  Moss  combine  their  Nursery  School  work  with  their  stay  in  one  of  the 
college  home  management  houses. 

The  Nursery  School  course  is  not  limited  to  home  economics  girls,  however  though 
other  curricula  students  find  it  difficult  to  fit  into  their  schedule.  The  group  who  do  get 
the  advantage  of  the  Nursery  School  experience  learn  a  great  deal  about  child  psychology 
the  practical  way. 

One  of  the  first  things  they  learn  is  that  the  quickest  way  to  maintain  harmony  and 
balance  in  a  group  of  anxious  two  to  four  year  olds  is  by  redirection.  For  example, 
when  two  children  want  the  same  toy,  the  best  way  to  settle  the  problem  is  to  re-direct 
the  attention  of  one  or  both  child  to  a  non-controversial  object. 

Four  o-clock  at  Nursery  School  is  refreshment  tiine.  None  of  the  children  are  forced 
to  eat  but  it  is  seldom  necessary  to  coax  a  healthy  three  year  old  to  take  food  after  a  full 
hour  of  work  and  play. 

Each  child  can  serve  himself  just  as  they  do  on  television.  As  far  as  television  goes, 
its  just  the  last  word  in  everything.  "Howdy  Doody"  is  especially  well  loved.  This 
gave  the  girls  an  idea  for  a  new  project  this  year.  In  addition  to  making  rhythm  instru- 
ments   (more  noise   the  better),   blue   prints  for   little   hand   puppets  arc  in  the  making. 

While  the  tots  are  having  their  fun  the  mothers  don't  sit  .idly  by.  A  special  library 
is  available  for  their  use  and  the  "all  mother  '  meeting  twice  a  semester  and  daily  obser- 
vations keep  them  busy. 

If  a  specific  personality  problem  is  developing  in  the  child.  Miss  Moss  will  contact 
his  parents.  In  a  private  conference  she  points  out  to  them  the  growing  weakness.  With 
understanding  it  is  usually  easy  to  remedy. 

Nursery  School  has  children  whose  parents  are  in  all  walks  of  life.  Children  are 
chosen  on  the  basis  of  sex  and  in  order  of  application.  Childen  of  college  faculty  are 
given  preference. 

These  little  ones  always  capture  the  hearts  of  the  girls  taking  the  course.  Besides 
"developing  physical,  mental,  emotional  and  social  life  of  a  child,  it  also  leaves  with 
each  girl  one  of  her  warmest  memories  of  Indiana."

A  grand  tour  of  the  John  Sutton  Hall  attic  is  likely  to  reveal  some  interesting  his- 
tory  about   the   Indiana   State   Teachers   College. 

Actually  hundreds  of  the  former  students  of  the  college  have  on  one  occasion  or 
another  gone  to  the  John  Sutton  Hall  attic  to  root  around  for  material  for  a  class,  or  a 
play,  or  some  college  activity. 

It  is  a  real  thrill  to  ride  the  elevator  to  the  fourth  floor,  properly  chaperoned,  walk 
up  the  last  flight  of  steps  and  get  into  this  region  of  dust  and  old  remnant  materials. 

The  hiose  and  weakened  boards  underfoot  cause  one  necessarily  to  be  careful  about 
his  walking. 

Everywhere  there  is  ample  evidence  of  excess  baggage,  trunks  and  wardrobes  put 
away  for  the  students  living  in  the  dormitory.  One  may  see  numerous  dressers,  desks, 
and  all  kind  of  extra  furniture  stored  for  future  use. 

Here  and  there  are  heaps  of  broken  down  ancient  objects  formerly  called  beds.  Pos- 
sibly some  of  the  present  readers  slept  on  them  in  days  gone  by. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  sections  of  the  attic  has  stored  in  it  furniture  belonging 
to  a  teacher  from  Indiana  who  went  on  a  summer  vacation  some  time  during  the  late 
1930's  and  never  returned  to  the  college.  Consequently,  her  furniture  and  all  personal 
belongings  were  brought  up  here  to  the  attic.

They  arc  stored  in  tl  e  attic  because  state  property 
can  not  be  sold  and  when  tl;e  collcL'e  no  longer  needs  them  tl  ey  must  eiti  er  be  stored 
or  thrown  away. 

Aimmg  (>tl.cr  numerous  items  in  tie  old  attic  are  wicker  lamps  and  fern  baskets  and 
an  antic^ue  Lasy  washer  and  sewing  machine,   most  certainly   relics  of  the  past. 

(^n  down  the  way  are  some  busts  of  some  famous  men  resting  their  necks  against 
the  attic  floor.     There  are  Lincoln,   Longfellow,  (Caesar,  Plato,  Madison,  and  many  others. 

A  number  of  dust  covered  quaint  wash  pitchers  and  wash  bowls  are  more  leftovers 
from  the  days  of  primitive  dormitory  life  in  Indiana  State  Teachers  College,  the  days 
when  there  was  running  water  in  a  pitcher  tipped  in  every  room. 

In  the  photograph  above  is  the  old  fire  hose  reel  which  served  its  purpose  in  the  old 
days.  In  this  same  photograph  above  .in  the  background  are  numerous  framed  photo- 
graphs and  oil  portraits  and  also  the  front  doors  that  remain  from  the  old  Leonard  Hall 
wdiich  burnt  on  April  l4,  1952. 

Beyond  the  scene  pictured  above  are  rows  of  old  benches,  classroom  desks,  discarded 
gymnasium  apparatus  and  out-dated  bicycles  which  were  once  rented  to  students  by  the 
college.

In  brief  the  admissions  in  the  season  ticket  books  are  good  for  use 
all  at  one  time,  at  one  performance,  two  performances  or  any  other  combination  at  the 
convenience  of  the  owner.
